For instano*, ha 
takes a furrow cow in tha fall or early 
winter, and commenced feeding her tbe 
same aa ho would if she was Intended only 
for beef. Thie he keeps* np through tbe 
winter, and she not only put* on fat, but 
gives double that could be obtained on or- 
dinary keeping. 
Not only doe* aba give 


a got;d roefs, but it ia rich. 
Tbe milk U 


considered fully rqual in value to tbe coat 
ol, keeping the cow. 
Now mark tho re- 


sult, lastead of her being thin and of a 
very small gelling value in tbe spring, she 
is ready" for the butcher at the very time 
of tbe year when beef generally bring* tbe 
highest prices. 


It occurred to ns that tbig was worth 


making a note of, which we have accord- 
ingly done. Is not tbe practice of tbia 
man a good one to adopt and follow? It 
curtaiuly seems EO. As a gtent many 
farmers will be feeding moie or le*s grain 
thj coaling winter, would it not be a good 
plan to try the experiment of feeding tne 
farrow cow», at le i-t, both for milk and 
beef at tbe same time?

Aa we stated before, tho 'upper 
fbors are all supported by iron pillars, 
,nd a stone wall running through the 
centre. The Parshall Block wall is said 
o bavo deflected inwards from the per- 
jbndicular about eight inches 
The per- 


pendio nlar wall of the Robins block was 


plumb; as thia eastern wall is the 


irst oco which fell, and precipitated tho 
whole d'saster, it is conjectured, by well 
nformtd judge?, that the, late severe 
'airs falling between these walla bad un- 
lerminod and washed away the founda- 
tion. 


It it nocossiry to explain here and to 


qualify the remark which we have before 
made in reference to tho foundation of 
this building. Tho foundation of this wall 
wcsnot laidiu tbe gruvel bed, for tbo rea- 
son that it was impossible to dig to tho 
gravel ted without undermining the wall 
of tho Parehall Honao. The brick west- 
>rn wall of the Opera-house is sixteen 
nchca thick, the western wall of the Rob- 
erta Block is twenty inches thick. But 
f tbe theory just advanced is correct, and 
the foundation 
being undermined, the 


leavier the superstructure, the greater the 
risk and danger.

that this duty devolved upon some of 
onr early pioneer?, for but a few more 
years will elapse before .the sods of the 
valley will cover of, and our descendants 
would be left without any reliable data of 
the early history of this now celebrated 
region. It has been my wish that some 
abler hands would perform this task, but 
there i* probably no .living man whose 
personal recollection* of this county ex- 
tend farther back than my own.

I am verging on my sixty-seventh year. 


Jonathan Titus, my cousin, and Samuel 
K»rr were tha earliest settlers of Titus- 
ville. They came here from Hnntington 
county, Pennsylvania, in the year 1794 or 
'95. The first summer they cleared np a 
few acres of land, but did not attempt 
much farming, or raise much grain.' Lite 
in the fall both Titus and Kerr returned 
to Hnntington county, and remained 
there till early tbe following spring, 
when they came back to their new farm*, 
carrying their plowshares and draggle- 
teelh on paak-horses, and bringing wheat, 
flour 
and _ provisions . enough 
to

to OU Creek waa an Indian trail over the 
mountains, striking across the Allegheny 
at or near Kittanning, known as Sloan'0 
Ferry. 
From that point they followed 


a path to the month of French Creek, now 
the site of Franklin. 
The distance from 


Kittanning to the Titusville farms by the 
above irregular 
path waa 
fifty-three 


miles. That summer Titus and Kerr 
raised grain enough to winter upon, and 
they never again removed from the locali- 
ty. Each took up a lot of land containing 
400 acres— Titus the west and Kerr the 
east of what now comprises the city of 
Titusville. Each had bis Und surveyed, 
and then built himself A house across the 
line of his purchase, though each man 
slept on his own land, so as to perform 
his battlement contract. 
Soon after this 


Titus induced hia sister Fanny to keep 
house for him, and they all lived together 
and fared prosperously. 
They soon got 


to raising cattle and hogs, and made it a 
profitable business. When a man came to 
buy a cow Fanny had the right to make 
the selection. 
There was no division 


among them of the avail* of their indus- 
try for some time, but everything was 
carried on as ia tbe case of a aingle family, 
each exercising the same rights, and la- 
boring for tho common good. 


In the spring of 179G my father, Daniel 


Titus, 
and 
his oldest 
son James, 


arrived on 
Oil Creek 
from Hunt- 


ington county. Father set tit d the farm 
whero Hydetown stands ; that is, on tbe 
west 
side 
of 
the 
tiittlo 
Creek, 


as 
it

of Oil Creek. Father cleared a piece of 
land and built a small house, and having 
thus secured a comfortabla shelter for- hia 
family he returned to Huntington county 
in the fall, leaving James to stay with old 
Mr. Curry in a small shanty on Samuel 
Ridgwav'a farm. 
E irly in the spring my 


father returned to Oil Creek, bringing 
with him my mother and seven children, 
all on puck horses. They also drove a 
few cows with them. This was in the 
spring of 1797 
Oa arriving at his cabin 


my father found it full of meat. Two 
Indians bad staid there all winter and 
hnuted and killed a large amount of vea-

They 
toted tho meat on their backs to tbe 
month of the east branch of Oil Creek, a 
mile below Tilusville, and there embarked 
in canoea and fl rated down to their Indian 
village of C_rnpl«nter. In sweeping out 
the cabin mother found two silver half 
dollars, which she handed tbe Indiana aa 
a peace offering, bat they, left ns in high 
dudgeon. 


Oar family stood the long and tedious 


purney from Huntington county very 
well; none of tho family were sick. At 
night they halted and camped out, and 
sitting round the camp fires indulged' in 
fond hopes of B happy and prosperous fu- 
ture. Nor were they disappointed. The 
new farm was Boon cleared np, and a fine 
crop of corn waa raised on the Hyde- 
town fl ,ta. Father has often raised from 
seven to nine hundred bushels of shelled- 
corn. All that ha.oould spare of hia crop 
found a ready maik'et among the settlers 
at $1 00 per bushel. Whenever a pur- 
chaser came, if he bad money all right, if 
not he got his bag filled by promising to 
pay in work. Father soon cleared np one 
hundred acres of land. Iu the year 1800 
the state laid ont a road from Bellefonte to 
Erie, and as soon aa thia waa accomplish- 
ed the country wag settled very rapidly. 
Thia road crossed the Allegheny at Hoi- 
man's ferry, three or fonr miles below Ti- 
dioutr, thence to Pleasantville and Titns- 
ville, then np Oil Oreek one mile above 
Hjdetown, then across Oil Creek and in a 
direct line to Waterford, at that time 
called La Bjufi. There waa a French fort 
there, and one. at En*, one at Frenehtown, 
one at Franklin and one at Pittsburgh 
the latter was once called Fort Pitt 
These forts were all established by tbe 
French, in the expectation that snob a 
line of military poaU would enable them 
to hold the western country.

The fatal horae disease which hsa pre- 
vailed very extensively in New York" and 
Philadelphia, during the past year, and 
also to a limited extent in this region, sa 
cau ing considerable alarm among the 
owners of valuable horaes. 
Yesterday 


morning at eleven, o'clock a fine carriage 
hone, valued at'(1,000, the property of 
Mr. Jonathan Watson, waa while being 
driven to the railroad depot, suddenly at- 
tacked with apparent loss of power iu tbe 
hind legs. 
Mr. Walson 
immediately 


turned the animal round ar d started for 
home. Before reaching the barn, tbe 
animal became so-helpless that it wag 
removed from 
the buggy 
and 
led 


to the barn. Here it became ao much 
weaker that it was unable to eland. The 
disorder shortly afterwards appeared lo 
extend over the whole body, accompanied 
with cold sweat, and seemingly great 
agony. Thia continued without inter 
mission until about four o'clock, when the 
horae died. 
The animal when it started 


out in the morning waa in apparently 
good health and lively spirits. He was 
always Well fed and cared for. 


Oa Saturday afternoon Dr. Biiley's 


horse waa similarly, although not so se- 
verely attacked, the affection only extend- 
ing to the leit bind leg. 
Tbo animal was 


able to rice yesterday, but at intervals ap- 
peared to fcuffjr great paia. 
During the 


past year upwards of fi:ty horses bavo 
died in the oil region of thia mysterious 
diaiase. Various theories have been ad- 
vanced concerning the disease by veterina- 
ry surgeons. The following ia an sxtract:

to draw largely npon the venous 


circulation ot tbeir physical systems. I 
know there are those who will not consent 
to engage in thia nefarious practice. They 
ore noble exceptions however to the rule, 
and having been myself so long acquaint- 
ed with the secret workings of this combi- 
nation it almost seems strange to me that 
it should be to much a matter of surprise, 
ot that it should elicit ao much controver- 
sy upon being laid open to the public oye.
